Ex-Pr«ia«nt Harrison on tho 


INDIAXAFOIJS, Ind., 
Nov. 9.—Ex- 


President Harrison talked freely to a 
United Press reporter last evening 
upon the result of yesterday's election: 


"I find not only gratification and 


comfort, but downright rejoicing in 
the handsome result," said ne- "The 
republican triumph was so sweeping 
and so general that the notion that 
local causes might have figured largely 
in the result is hardly tenable. Every- 
thing went republican—that is, every- 
thing in the free part of the conn- 
try, showing very clearly that general 
causes were at work. The result 
demonstrates that the faith of the 
people in the American industrial sys- 
tem was not lost, but only weakened, 
and has been renewed with redoubled 
strength. The chief cause was un- 
doubtedly the general industrial de- 
pression. 
The people have had pre- 


sented to them a sharp comparison be- 
tween the two systems. They have 
been brought, within a year, from a 
condition of the highest prosperity to 
what we have now presented to us on 
all sides, not by the operation of. a dif- 
ferent system, but by the anticipation 
of it 
We have had what might be 


termed one of Mr. Cleveland's object 
lessons. 
"Then there have been one or two 


additional causes that have had some 
effect. There has been among the ex- 
soldiers, not only as organizations but 
as individuals, a feeling of deep resent- 
ment at the conduct of the pension bu- 
reau. When Mr. Cleveland first came 
in, his postmaster-general put into 
practice the method of removal by se- 
cret charges, without a hearing of the 
accused. It is the pursuit of his method 
in part in the pension bureau that has 
aroused indignation. The soldier are 
in thorough sympathy with the idea of 
purging the pension rolls in a proper 
manner. They have no desire to coun- 
tenance any fraud upon the govern- 
ment, but the idea of making suspen- 
sions first and investigations after- 
ward they donot believe proper 
Four 


or five years ago it was not the fact 
that Mr. Cleveland vetoed private pen- 
sion bills so much as the way he did it 
that made his vetoes unpopular An- 
other cause that entered into the re- 
sult was undoubtedly a certain amount 
of soreness on the part of aspirants for 
office and their friends. That is some- 
thing that every administration must 
face right at the beginning, and Mr 
Cleveland is feeling the effect of it 


"When Gov McKmley was here on 


Memorial day, he said to me that he 
thought circumstances were such that 
he would have to run again this year, 
and I said to him that anybody run- 
ning on the republican ticket this 
year might consider himself peculiarly 
fortunate, for I felt certain that there 
wonld be a reaction that -would sweep 
the country. ' 
"The resurt, you think, has tended 


to strengthen the republican party's 
belief in its protective policy?" 


"There has never been any weaken- 


ing in its faith. I said in my last mes- 
sage to congress that this generation 
had had no experience with a low-tariff 
policy, and it seems to be a fact that 
the experience of one generation does 
not go far toward teaching another. 
But I notice now that even those who 
have been consistent advocates of free 
trade upon the ground that a protect- 
ive policy smacks of paternalism are 
now advocating that public works be 
pushed in order to give employment, 
which I believe is a very proper 
thing. 
I have always held th,at 


one of the highest aims of gov- 
ernment should be to, if possible, 
BO regulate affairs as to keep its people 
employed. It preserves men's self-re- 
spect and conduces to a higher order 
of citizenship. There is no more pa- 
thetic sight in the world than a strong 
honest, able and industrious man, wil- 
ling to work, and seeking work in 
vain. The present condition tends to 
the loss of self-respect on the part of 
men driven tu poverty and to discon- 
tent with the natural and established 
order of things. 1 can readily see how 
B man can advocate free trade without 
any impeachment of his intelligence 
or motives, but 1 cannot see how men 
of intelligence can teach that we 
may pass from such a policy as is 
embodied in the McKmley law to such 
a one as was foreshadowed in the Chi- 
cago platform without the greatest 
disaster and hardship. The necessary 
readjustment of business in anticipa- 
tion of such a radical change naturally 
lessens production here, and the lessen- 
ing of home production increased im- 
portations', and we have as the natu- 
ral sequence the present condition of 
affairs. 
The republican party, as I 


have had occasion to say before, stands 
committed to no particular schedule or 
law, but it doe* stand committed to the 
American industrial system and the 
principal of protection.

SI: and 12 pounds of out nails at 7c a 
pound, 8*u. The total for these four 
itenw in 1858 was $4.10. The wages re- 
ceived by the carpenter was $1.50 per 
day. He gave to tbe merchant his one 
day's work, bongfat these four items, and 
owed tbe merchant) (2.60 in cash. 


Now leaf* take the carpenter of 1892. 
The pay of tbe carpenter in 1892 was 
from $2 60 to 92.75 a day in Ohio. I 
take the Jowest, (2.50. Now charge him 
with the same four items that were 
charged the carpenter in '68, with the 
prices prevailing last year, and let ua 
see the state ot the account. One day's 
labor, 92 50 a day; 9 yards of calico m 
'92,5o a yard, 45o; 9 yards of lawn, 80 a 
yard, 72o; 8 pounds of coffee sugar at 60 
a pound, 18j, (and 60, I am told, is too 
hiab, but call it 6;) 12 pounds of out 
nails at 3o a pound, 36o. The total of 
these four items in "92 is (2,01. The oav- 
penter <n 1892 gave bia one day'e work 
to the merchant, bought these four 
iteme, paid for them, snd cut ot tnat 
day'e work had Kto in oath in bis pocket- 
book. 
The carpenter in 1868 gave the earne 


number of hours, tbe same skill and tbe 
same toil; bought the same four iteme, 
snd owed tbe merchant 92.60 in cseb, or 
nearly tvo days' additional work.

THECRASHOFDEATH. 


Awful Accident on the Chicago, 
„ 
Book Island & P$olflo. 


fITE KILLED AM) ELEVEIWOOIDED. 


The Accident Caueed by * Reu-End 


Collision in a Fog Between an 


Express and the Blue Island 


Accommodation. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9.—By a rear-end col- 


lision on the Chicago, Bock Island & 
Pacific railroad last evening at Seven- 
ty-first street five people were killed 
and eleven injnred. Passenger train 
No. 11, known as the limited vesti- 
buled express, crashed into the rear 
end of a Blue Island accommodation, 
badly wrecking two coaches and the 
engine. 


The trains left on time. The ac- 


commodation train stopped at Seventy- 
first street to receive and let off passen- 
gers. Close behind it was the limited 
express, bearing down on it at the rate 
of twenty miles an hour. A heavy fqg 
had settled over the 'city early in the 
evening, and it was almost impossible, 
the trainmen said, to clearly discern 
Signal lights. 


The engine of the express train 


ploughed its way into the rear coach of 


Nothing short of miraculous was the 


Mcape f rom eath of Engineer Dicker- 
rnsa and Fireman Senzky, who were in 
charge oi the express train. Neither 
of them jumpedi for they did not have 
time. Each saw simultaneously the 
dim outlines of the suburban coach 
ahead of them, and before they could 
warn each-other of the collision they 
saw was certain to happen the crash 
came. 
Both were hurled backward, 


and they fell against the end of the 
tender. Senzky was slightly bruised, 
and'Dickerman's left arm was scalded 
by escaping steam. They were able, 
however^ to crawl out. 
The little waiting room in the small 


Eggleston depot was quickly turned 
into a hospital, but the greatest diffi- 
culty existed in getting physicians. 
Finally, 
however, Doctors Porter, 


Reese, Wilson, Buggers and Mather 
put in an appearance and went to 
work. The victims, in every stage of 
suffering, lay about the floor so thick 
that it was impossible to walk without 
stepping over some suffering one. 


In a corner covered with a sheet, 


startling in its whiteness when con- 
trasted with the surroundings, laid E. 
J. Orady, of Tracy, badly scalded and 
calling from beneath the covering for 
his family doctor. 


Aged and infirm D. M. Snow, of 


Englewood. internally hurt, lay across 
the body of a middle-aged woman who 
died after she had been deposited on 
the floor. 


Mrs. Kruser, of Washington Heights,

the accommodation, being forced be- 
tween the two sides like a wedge. 
The car was picked up and carried for- 
ward, so great was the momentum, and 
was driven with terrible force into the 
end of the second coach from the rear. 
The explosion of a lamp ignited the 
woodwork in the debris and the fire 
Boon began to spread at » lively rate. 


As soon as the flames burst forth 


they were seen by a dozen people, who 
hastened to give an alarm. The fire 
was preceded by very little smoke, and 
before the first engine arrived it had 
gained a lively headway. Several en- 
gines responded to the alarm, and the 
blaze was soon extinguished. The re- 
moval of the dead and injured ha* 
been commenced before the first detail 
of police anived. Bravely did those 
passengers who had not been injured 
and the people from the surrounding 
houses earnestly work to rescue those 


' who were still in the mass of timber 


and iron. 


Encouragement was lent by the 


groans of the dying and loud cries for 
help of the maimed. Two men-were 
found, one lying on top of the other. 
Across them was a heavy piece of tim- 
ber, one of the under supports of the 
rear passenger coach. They were the 
first to be taken out, and as they were 
carried to one side, other willing hands 
pushed forward to renew the search. 


Added to the horror of the scene 


with its pile of debris and crackling 
timbers, was the sound of escaping 
steam. The engine attached to the 
limited express had been partly de- 
molished and pouring from one of its 
escape pipes was a constant stream of 
scalding vapor. This made the work 
of rescue almost an impossibility at 
times. 


Nicholas Hinze, of Walden, had been 


chopped from beneath a heavy timber 
which pinned both of his legs to the 
bottom of the car. His injuries were 
of a faeriotis nature and as the physi- 
cians set his fractured leg he was com- 
peled to use as a support or brace the 
dead body of a woman. The crowd at- 
tracted by the news of the wreck 
surged in and about the little station. 
Curious women forced 
their way 


through the crowd to . peer through 
the windows at the dead and dying in 
the stuffy room. So strong was the 
rush that the police were compeled to 
charge the crowd again and again. It 
was even impossible to remove the 
wounded from the front way and the 
rear was used. Backed up against the 
doors the ambulances and patrol 
wagons waited and received the vic- 
tims. 
In the rear room, for the outer office 


had become too small to hold the 
many, was Miss Schaefer, She had 
been frightfully scalded about the 
head, but, weak and suffering, she per- 
sisted in walking about the room. A 
dozen of the women of the neighbor- 
hood,' supported the young woman and 
tried to cool her fever by fanning her 
vigorously. 


The passengers in the rear coach of 


the passenger train had little warning 
of their danger. Several people had 
alighted when the accommodation 
stopped at the Eggleston depot about 
SOO feet south of Seventy-first street, 
and the train had been started again. 
It is not thought that the train was 
moving (it a greater rate of speed than 
from two to three miles an hour. Sud- 
denly those sitting in the rear of* the 
last coach saw a flash, and this was the 
first intimation which they had of the 
approaching express. The headlight 
on the engine of the latter shone but 
dimly through the fog-laden atmos- 
phere, but several people saw it a few 
seconds before the crash came. 


The suburban train which is known 


as No. 127, was drawn by engine No. 590, 
in charge of A. Gary, N. W. Freeman, 
conductor. 
The express train wa« 


drawn by engine No. 936, and was in 
charge of Nathan Dlckerman, engineer; 
William Senzky, fireman, and A. T. 
Danforth, conductor. 
The collision 


caused Gary to be thrown from his seat 
in the cab, but he was not injured. 


Eyewitnesses claim that soon after 


the accident occurred a portly man 
cjjmbod into the cab, and, addressing 
Dlckerman, said: 


"The railroad company won't want 


you to be seen here." 


"What's that?"T6ickerman is said to 


Ikave asked. 
i "Whj the best thing for you to do is 
to get »Wfty as fast as you can," the 
etranger is alleged to have replied. 
There are those bywhomitis claimed 


that Dickennan hastily threw aside his 
overalls and jumped from the engine. 
While the work of rescuing the injured 
and searching for the dead was being 
tarried on h« was nowhere to be seen,

Ambul- 
ances and patrol wagons had been 
summoned by Capt. Aldrich from the 
surrounding stations and the unfortu- 
nates were removed to the hospitals and 
their homes.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


Making Preparations lor the Enforce- 


ment of the Oaary Law. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Commissioner 


John S. Miller of the internal revenue 
bureau, has begun the preparation of 
the treasury arrangements for the reg- 
istration of Chinamen under the re- 
cent act of congress extending the 
operations of the 
Geary law six 


months. The recent act of congress 
made no appropriation for carrying 
the act into effect, and an appropria- 
tion for this purpose will have to be 
made when consress meets in Decem- 
ber. The treasury department, how- 
ever, has an unexpended balance of 
about $30,000 appropriated for the gen- 
eral purpose of executing the several 
Chinese laws, which can be used in 
putting the new legislation into opera- 
tion. • Thib will be sufficient for a 
month or so. 


Congress devolves upon the treasury 


department the execution of the law 
and upon the collectors of internal 
revenue is imposed the work of put- 
ting it into practical effect. This ex- 
tra work will require an additional 
force of deputy collectors. In some 
districts the present force is sufficient, 
but in the districts on the Pacific coast 
from fifteen to twenty additional col- 
lectors would have to be employed. 


The census of 18«0 placed the num- 


ber of Chinese in this country at 106,- 
000. 
Under the Geary act, which is 


now extended, 18,000 Chinese regis- 
tered. Under this showing there are 
83,000 unregistered Chinamen in the 
United 
States. 
Treasury 
officials 


place the number at 100,000. 


Commissioner Miller, in speaking of 


the matter, said it was intended to 
make the new regulations as explicit 
and clear as possible and the law re- 
quiring each Chinaman to append to 
his original certificate and duplicate a 
correct photograph of himself would 
he rigidly enforced. 


Commissioner Miller will have a con- 


sultation with Secretary Carlisle on 
the subject to ascertain his general 
views and receive any directions he 
•may wish to give as to the carrying 
out of the provisions of the law. It is 
generally understood that the Chinese, 
as a whole, will register, and that here- 
after, after six months, all Chinamen 
not able to produce a certificate will be 
summarily deported.

wain. Slowly" he tiradges along from 
box to barrel until the sack is filled, 
when ho returns to the cart, which DM, 
be«n left with others in some baok 
street, where the bag Is emptied to 
make r«ady for another tour of the 
neighboring street. After several of 
these trips the cart is loaded and he 
starts for home. 
This usually happens about IS o'clock, 


and though he has been up since * 
a. m., his tvork is by no means finished. 


He must now sort out the filthy mass, 


clean and dry the rags, scrape the 
tainted meat from tbe bones, wash the 
bottles, brush off the old hats and 
shoes, U he has been fortunate to find 
any, and, like any other merchant, put 
his goods into a salable shape. 


This done, -the stock is again loaded 


and he starts for the rag dealer, who 
gives him two cents per pound for his 
white rags and one and a half for his 
•mixed." 
For the bones he receives a half cent 


per pound and for the bottles twenty- 
five cents to one dollar per hundred, 
according to size. He next goes to the 
"second-hand" man, who will give five 
cents for an old shoe or ten cents for a 
hat, and so on until the whole is dis- 
posed of. 
' 


When this is accomplished "Gui- 


aeppi" has put in about eighteen hours 
of solid labor, and if he had had a good 
day he has about seventy-five cents as 
a reward for his trouble, though it ia 
oftener fifty cents and not infrequently 
twenty-five or thirty cents. Of this 
amount part goes for the household ex- 
penses, and always some of it to an 
Italian saving* bank. The poor pay he 
receives for his efforts is not the only 
thing he has to mar his earthly happi- 
ness; there are times when material is 
hard to get, as at present, when so 
many laborers are out of work, num- 
bers of them having joined the army of 
cart pushers in their daily scramble for 
slop. 
Again, on account of the closing oi 


large mills all over the country, the 
demand for rags and paper has been 
greatly Idiminished, and where the 
dealers do not refuse to buy the rags 
at all the prices have been so reduced 
as to make poor Guiseppi at times des- 
perate 
The abode of the picker is as humble 


as his calling, and is almost invariably 
found in some obscure, dirty, foul- 
smelling courts leading oft one of the 
small back streets, where in the narrow 
precincts of a three-room house he 
keeps his already large 
and ever- 


increasing family, whose only knowl- 
edge of the great city around them is 
gleaned from the dirty pack he brings 
in each day. The children, as a rule, 
are fat and healthy, although it is diffi- 
cult to understand how any human be- 
ing can exist in the filth and squalor 
that form the chief characteristic of 
his home, and they impatiently wait 
for the return of the father, who is 
sure to bring some trinket or toy that 
has been discarded by some more for- 
tunate little one and consigned to the 
garbage box. The court in which the 
picker lives usually contains besides 
the dwelling houses a rag-buyer's shop, 
where the rags and other offal are 
stored, accumulating for weeks before 
shipment and sending out the most dis- 
gusting odors>, sickening to a stranger, 
but which has long ceased to annoy 
occupants of the court. It is hard to 
to realize that the filth here collected 
can over be of use other than for en- 
riching the soil, yet the white rags are 
sont 10 the paper-maker, who returns 
them to us neatly packed in boxes, the 
delicate writing-paper of commerce; 
the colored rags go to the shoddy dealer 
who spins them into the shoddy that 
enters so largely into our "all-wool." 


Bui, the bones, fertiliser sure—no, 


not all of them, the sugar refiner buys 
some of them, and after carefully boil- 
Ing, bleaching and grinding them, uses. 
them to turn brown sugar into white. 
Old paper is used for making binders' 
board, and old rubbers, like the iron, 
are melted over, and used for the same 
purpose indefinitely. 


The picker is unprogressive as a rule, 


and sticks to his push-cart until he 
makes money enough to go back to 
sunny Italy, or grows old in the busi- 
ness, and is cared for by his children. 


However, this rule has its exceptions; 


in some cases the push-cart is succeeded 
by a horse and wagon, or else he takes 
a store and becomes a dealer, hiaformer 
experiences making him a very cute 
buyer. 


Having thus risen, he takes a larger 


house, and commands a greater degree 
of respect from' his fellows. Notwith- 
standing this, however, his wife goes 
barefooted, his children dirty and 
neglected. He is by nature a picker. 
Onco a scavenger always a scavenger. 
—Philadelphia Inquirer.

the negro rape fiend from Nelson coun- 
ty, was taken to Eardstown at 1:45 
o'clock this afternoon ona special train 
guarded by tw,o companies of the Louis- 
ville legion, Kentucky state guard, 
Maj. J. H. Mansur in command. The 
time for trie departure of the train had 
been kept a secret, and the citizens of 
Bardstown were surprised when the 
train reached that place at 3 o'clock. 


The soldiers had hardly formed a 


hollow square around the prisoner and 
the county officers when a mob of 1,500 
men gathered and demanded that the 
prisoner be turned over to them. At 
one time it looked as if there was go- 
ing to be trouble, but the knowledge 
that the shining guns of the soldiers 
contained ball cartridges kept them 
back and the prisoner was escorted to 
the 
jail amid jeers and 
threats. 


Women and children crowded the side- 
walks and taunted the troops. All 
business was suspended and the town 
was wild with excitement. 


The troops will guard the jail to- 


night, and will remain at Bardstown 
until the negro is tried and sentenced, 
when he will be returned to Louisville 
for safe keeping. 


Should an attempt be made to lynch 


the prisoner the 
coroner of Lyon 


county will have a big job on his hands 
to-morrow, but it is thought cool heads 
will prevent trouble. 


The prisoner was not expected to ar- 


rive until to-night, and arrangements 
had been ma<fe to overpower the sol- 
diers and lynch the negro. It had 
been given out that only one company 
would come with the negro, and each 
soldier was to have "been seized bv 
two men, while 
others 
were to 


secure 
the 
nepro. 
A rope 
had 


been 
provided, 
and 
he 
would 


have been hanged in short order. 
The governor received information of 
this, rrowever, and ordered two com- 
panies to accompany the prisoner. 
Last night's train \vns boarded by 250 
armed men at Samuels station, it hav- 
ing been reported that the sheriff 
would attempt to bring his prisoner 
back for trial alone. 


If necessary, two thousand men can 


be sent to Bardstown. All the state 
troops have seen service, and mobs and 
mountain outlaws are slow to attack 
them.
